Red China s explosion of a third nuclear de­ 


vice may 
arouse the entire world to the dan­ 
gers of the irresponsible government in Peking 


today. 


While the Chinese Commun­ 
ist premier, Chou 
Kn-Lai. 
is 
saying that the nuclear bombs 
would not be used to provoke 
a war with the United States 
or to intimidate Red 
China’s 
neighbors, he adds that “once 
a war breaks out, it will have 
no boundaries " 
The Peking government in­ 
sists that it had to build nu­ 
clear bombs because of an David Lawmen** 
alleged

blackmail”

the 
United 
States and the Soviet Union and that it wa* 
necessary to conduct tests to prevent domina­ 


tion bv other powers 


The fact remains that, for the last few years, 
Russia and the United States have been discuss­ 
ing disarmament and have agreed on a lim ita­ 
tion of nuclear tests The conferences have not 
made much progress toward non-use of the big 


bombs 


The United States in recent days has told the 
.Soviet government at the disarmament confer­ 
ence in Geneva that Moscow certainly must re­ 
gret that it gave nuclear assistance to Peking in 


the first place 


Although this was allegedly discontinued 
in 
1961, the Red Chinese could not have made as 
much 
progress 
since 
without 
the 
scientific 
knowledge originally donated to them by 
t h e 


Russians. 


THE U N ITED STATES, on the other hand, 
has declared it would not allow American nu­ 
clear weapons to be distributed to members of 
NATO and that such bombs as are placed in 
Europe would not he fired unless 
the 
United 
States made the decision. 


The whole problem, however, now is being en­ 


larged 


It s evident that Hie treaties between 
t h e 
United States and the Soviet Union limiting the 
tests to underground 
explosions 
are 
of 
little 
avail, because other nations are beginning 
to 
carry on tests above ground .Japanese scientists 
have detected considerable radioactive “fallout'' 
from Red China s latest test 
and measures are 
being taken to protect drinking water, fruit, 
vegetables and other foodstuffs from contami­ 


nation 


Apprehension is being expressed now in India 
as well as Australia and Japan over the Red 
Chinese tests. It’s too soon to know just what 
Impact this will have on public opinion in those 
countries and whether a fear of Red China will 
develop to the point where Peking will be able 
to blackmail its neighbors 


Naturally, suggestions are being offered thai 
perhaps a treaty could be negotiated that would 
lim it tests by the Red Chinese and also the us* 
of nuclear weapons in the future. 


IT'S A T IM E for the use of economic meas­ 
ures so as to bring the Red China government 
to the conference table with a sease of responsi­ 
bility. Many countries are trading with Red 
China 
today, 
and 
even 
American 
goods 
in­ 
directly reach its ports. Some naiions. such as 
France, are making a determined effort to in­ 
crease their trade with Red China at the very 
time when 
the 
whole 
world 
knows 
that 
to 
strengthen the Peking government is merely to 
hasten the day when an irresponsible clique will 
threaten to pull the nuclear trigger and begin 
to menace other countries in the Far East 


This kind of challenge should no: be perm it­ 
ted to materialize, and it could be prevented b\ 
economic embargoes, together with a massive 
campaign by radio explaining tin1 consequences 
of further nuclear development 


If the free world defers action until Red China 
is fully equipped with a nuclear arsenal, there 
will be danger of worldwide catastrophe
